At the request of the Mayor, I request that the following emergency contract measures be
agendized for the July 11, 2023, Legislative Meeting:

e Contract No. CW103202 with FWD Seagrave Holdings, LP Emergency
Declaration Resolution of 2023

e Contract No. CW103202 with FWD Seagrave Holdings, LP Emergency Approval
Resolution of 2023

This legislation would approve, on an emergency basis, Contract No. CW103202, a
multiyear contract with FWD Seagrave Holdings, LP to provide the Fire and Emergency Medical
Services Department with at least two and up to five aerial ladder trucks that will be used to
provide emergency response services throughout the District. The total not-to-exceed price for
the term of this 3-year term contract with FWD Seagrave Holdings is $12,382,395.

with PFC Associates, LLC Approval and Payment Authorization Emergency

This legislation would approve, on an emergency basis, Modification Nos. 13, 14, 15, 16,
17, 18, 19, and 20 to Contract No. CW62890 with PFC Associates, LLC, to provide occupational
and ancillary healthcare services at the Police and Fire Clinic. These modifications largely
approve option year four of this contract, extending the term of the contract through August 21,
2024. This contract provides a range of healthcare services for our first responders, including
injury management, behavioral health, spirometry testing, pathogen testing, and general wellness
services, such as access to immunizations, supporting smoking cessation, and healthy eating.

The modifications approved via these emergency measures include:



- Modification No. 13 (dated August 10, 2022) exercised a part of option year 4 of
Contract No. CW62890 for the period August 22, 2022, through September 30,
2022, in the not-to-exceed amount of $1,969,094.95;

- Modification No. 14 (dated September 29, 2022) exercised a part of option year 4
of Contract No. CW62890 for the period October 1, 2022, through November 30,
2022, in the additional not-to-exceed amount of $3,162,272.88;

- Modification No. 15 (dated November 30, 2022) exercised a part of option year 4
of Contract No. CW62890 for the period December 1, 2022, through December
30, 2022, in the additional not-to-exceed amount of $1,602,983.96;

- Modification No. 16 (dated December 21, 2022) exercised a part of option year 4
of Contract No. CW62890 for the period January 1, 2023, through February 28,
2023, in the additional not-to-exceed amount of $3,162,272.88.

- Modification No. 17 (dated February 28, 2023) exercised a part of option year 4
of Contract No. CW62890 for the period March 1, 2023, through April 30, 2023,
in the additional not-to-exceed amount of $3,162,272.88.

- Modification No. 18 (dated April 10, 2023) exercised a part of option year 4 of
Contract No. CW62890 for the period May 1, 2023, through June 30, 2023, in the
additional not-to-exceed amount of $2,827,894.00

- Modification No. 19 is now necessary to exercise the remainder of option year 4
for the period July 1, 2023, through August 21, 2023, in the additional not-to-
exceed amount of $2,993,768.65, which will increase the total not-to-exceed
amount for option year 4 to $18,880,560.20.

- Modification No. 20 is also now necessary to extend the term of the contract, on a
sole source basis, for the period August 22, 2023, through August 21, 2024, in the
not-to-exceed amount of $19,755,480.84.
